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REMARKS 

In the subject Office Action, the examiner objected to the drawings and the 
specification, and rejected Claims 1,4-11,17-18 and 30 under 35 USC 103(a). Claims 2- 
3, 2-13, 15-16 and 19 were indicated to be allowable if rewritten to include the limitations 
of the respective base and intervening claims. Applicants request reconsideration of their 
application in view of this response, which amends the specification, cancels Claims 4, 5, 
17 and 20, and amends Claims 1, 9, 10, 11, 18 and 19. 

The Objection to the Drawing 

The examiner objected to FIG. 1 for lack of a "Prior Art" legend. However, FIG. 
1 in fact does include a "Prior Art" legend, and this fact was confirmed by the examiner 
by telephone communication on July 16, 2004. Accordingly, Applicants consider the 
objection to the drawings to have been overcome. 

The Objection to the Specification 

The examiner objected to the specification for its citation of USPN 4,870,447 at 
page 2, line 19, for lack of apparent relevancy. In reviewing the file, Applicants 
discovered that the citation of USPN 4,870,447 was in fact erroneous. The intended 
citation is USPN 4,870,477, and Applicants have amended the specification accordingly. 
Additionally, Applicants include a supplemental information disclosure statement 
identifying USPN 4,870,477. Accordingly, Applicants consider the objection to the 
specification to have been overcome. 

The Rejection Under 35 USC 103(a) 

Claim 1, rejected in its original form over Roberts '845 in view of Gott c 3 1 0 and 
Maxwell '892, has been amended to include the limitations of Claim 5, now cancelled. 
Amended Claim 1 recites first and second electrodes formed of different metals and a 
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crystalline electrolyte activating agent impregnated into wicking material on which the 
electrodes are disposed to form a coolant activated battery that produces electrical voltage 
and current flow between the electrodes when coolant leaks into the wicking material. 
This feature is neither shown nor suggested by any combination of the references, as 
apparently recognized by the examiner in respect to Claim 12. Claims 2, 3, 6, 7 and 8 
depend from Claim 1, and are patentable over the cited references at least by virtue of 
such dependency. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of 
Claims 1, 6, 7 and 8 be withdrawn. 

Claim 9, rejected over Roberts '845 in view of Gott '310, Maxwell '892 and 
Bosich '232, has been rewritten in independent form. Applicants respectfully submit that 
the rejection of Claim 9 is in error because no combination of Roberts, Gott, Maxwell and 
Boisch teach or suggest an electrical detector for a pipe joint, including//™/ and second 
spaced electrodes oppositely disposed about the pipe joint. In the cited patents that 
mention pipe joints, the electrodes extend along the length of the pipe, with both 
electrodes crossing the pipe joints. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the 
rejection of Claim 9 and dependent Claim 10 be withdrawn. 

Claim 11, also rejected in its original form over Roberts '845 in view of Gott 
'310, Maxwell '892 and Bosich '232, has been rewritten in independent form. Claim 1 1 
recites an electrical detector including first and second electrodes in the form of plates 
oriented perpendicular to a longitudinal axis of the coolant pipe. This configuration is 
most clearly depicted in Applicants' FIG. 8A, and is neither shown nor suggested in any 
combination of Roberts, Gott, Maxwell and Boisch. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
submit that the rejection of Claim 1 1 is in error. Claims 12-16 depend directly or 
indirectly from Claim 1 1, and are patentable over the cited references at least by virtue of 
such dependency. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of 
Claim 1 1 and dependent Claim 14 be withdrawn. 

Claim 18, also rejected in its original form over Roberts '845 in view of Gott '310 
and Maxwell '892, has been amended to include the limitations of allowable Claim 19.

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of Claim 18 be withdrawn. 
Dependent Claim 19 has been amended to recite that the superincumbent layer of material 
is hydrophobic polyurethane, a limitation also recited in allowable Claim 3. 



For the reasons given above, Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 1-3, 6-16 
and 18-19 are in condition for allowance, and the allowance of such claims is therefore 
respectfully requested. Please charge the disclosure statement filing fee of $180.00, as 
well as the fee of $86,000 for one independent claim in excess of three, to the Deposit 
Account No. 50-0831 of Delphi Technologies Inc.
